The program was approved after 
bitter attack by republicans and 
western blocs Tearful that the live- 
stock industry would not be pro- 
tected adequately and that the 
measure would result in agrarian 
regimentation. 
The senate can consider the re- 
port immediately. It was possible 
tho crop control legislation would 
receive final congressional action 
and go to President Roosevelt for 
signature by the end of the week.

NEW YORK.—Today the PWA 
will begin pouring out nearly a 
hundred million dollars In a mu- 
nicipal power plant building pro- 
gram which, according to PWA 
estimates, will create more than 
500.000,000 man-hours of work 
and will, in effect, help to prime 
the business pump. 
The PWA grantsi add fresh fuel 
to the controversy now being 
waged in Washington over the is- 
sue: Should the federal govern- 
ment increase spending in order 
to pull business out of the slump? 
Federal Reserve Chairman Ec- 
cles declares that if business does 
not spend, the government will 
have to. But the Washington con- 
ference of "little" business men 
favored curtailment of govern- 
ment spending because the present 
rate "is greater than the ability of 
the people to meet." 
The presi- 
dent's business advisory council 
has flatly stated that pump prim- 
ing at this time would "seriously 
interfere" with the resumption of 
a "sound" recovery. 
The American Institute of Pub- 
lic Opinion has taken the contro- 
versy directly to the voters of the 
country in a nationwide sampling 
referendum. With all population 
groups contributing money to the 
federal coffers, either directly or

A second administration source 
said flatly that Mr. Roosevelt will 
request $250,000,000 to additional 
relief funds. This source said the 
president will send a letter out- 
ining his recommendations 
to 
Speaker Bankhead Thursday. 
Mr. Roosevelt had gathered with 
congressional, fiscal and relief of- 
ficials to discuss an increase in 
works progress aid to the unem- 
ployed. 
The deficiency 
appropriation 
would be in addition to the ?!,- 
322,000,000 budgeted for 1938 fis- 
cal year spending for strictly work 
relief projects. 
Of this sum the 
treasury reported $1,000,000,000 al- 
ready has been spent or allocated 
for spending. 
The sepate majority leader de- 
clined even to speculate on the 
amount of the deficiency appro- 
priation which will be asked. He 
said, however, that appropriation 
of deficiency funds "was very likely 
and that Mr. Roosevelt is prepared 
to submit his estimates before the 
end of the week.

embezzlement, was still out Wednesday afternoon. When the 
twelve men were taken to luncheon at 12:15 p. m. they had 
been in actual deliberation for 11% hours. While the opinion 
was expressed that the deliberations might result in a hung 
jury, Co. Atty. Towle said at noon that he still believed that 
the jury would return a veridct of guilty. 
The jury was given the 164 ex- 
hibits in the case at 5:17 p. m. 
Tuesday when they sent a written 
request for them to District Judge 
Chappell. The exhibits were re- 
turned to them when they returned 
to 
the 
courthouse 
Wednesday 
morning from a downtown hotel 
where they were taken at midnight 
Tuesday by Bailiff Edward .Mun- 
son. They were "called to the jury 
room at 9:05 a. m. Wednesday and 
a roll call taken by the clerk of 
the district court.

Sentenced to a life term his first 
plea to the board in October, 1932, 
was turned down. At the second 
hearing in December, 1933, the 
board commuted the sentence to 
35 years which, under ordinary 
circumstances, would bring his 
release in 1947.

with his 13 year old cousin. The 
father demanded he marry the girl 
but Corbino came to Havelock to 
work in the Burlington shops. Re- 
turning to Omaha he hid in the 
clothes closet in Annie's room. 
She awakened during the night 
and screamed. The father rushed 
m and was shot three times 
The 
mothei1 came in and pulled Cor- 
aino away from her daughter. 
The crazed man shot Annie four

and 
brutally 
beat 
the 
mother. Nellie, a younger sister, 
helped Annie hide in the bathroom, 
Corbino found* her, shot her three 
times more, and kicked her down- 
staiis where she died.

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RELIEF IS MYSTERY 


AS COSTS MOUNTING 


Stories of St. Paul and Pror- 


idence Show Dangerous 


Trend of Times.

The biggest story In America to- 
day is the relief problem. It's a 
kind of mystery story, too, because 
for some strange reason, thfe facts 
and figures on what the federal 
government, the states and cities 
are doing together in a given place 
cannot be readily ascertained. It's 
puzzling also because the cost of 
administering 
relief 
has 
been 


steadily rising and the number on 
the relief rolls has in many in- 
sbinces been unchanged, notwith- 
standing the alleged prosperity of 
1936 and a substantial part of 
1937. 
„ The problem goes deeper. It re- 
lates to the amazing inadequacy 
of tax collections to meet relief 
costs. 
Take two illustrations—the cities

dence, R. I. Altho widely separated 
£fte story is much the same. 
,M.St. Paul had 12,213 persona on 
the relief rolls in 1933 and 18,811 
in 1936 and 18,829 during most of

1936 and about 11,000 in 1937. 


How has this been met? In St. 


Paul, about $4,000,000 was sup-

MORE FARM TENANCY 


Farm Union Head Skeptical 


of Trade Agreements and 


Urges Co-operation. 


OMAHA. (UP). Farm tenancy 
will increase unless agriculture re- 
ceives a fair share of the national 
wealth, H. G. Keeney, president of 
the Nebraska 
Farmers Union, 
warned in fcis annual report to the 
25th annual union convention here. 
This will occur, he said, unless 
farm earnings rise to at least 10 
percent above expenses. 
Keeney was skeptical that pres- 
ent and pending farm legislation 
will cure the ills of agriculture. 
Trade 
agreements 
with 
other 
countries, he said, has made it 
easy for foreign nations to ship* in 
goods which the farmer must buy, 
but the farmer must still sell on 
an open market. 
"We need a farm bill that will 
Increase the farmer's profits thru 
exchange of his goods, at the same 
time letting him operate as an 
American citizen," said Keeney. 
"The best way yet devised to raisp 
the farm income is thru co-opera- 
tive enterprises." 
He praised the national che- 
murgic council, which is endeavor- 
ing to find new methods for utili- 
zation of surplus farm commodi- 
ties. He favored Nebraska's "white 
spot" advertising1 campaign, but 
remarked he hadn't noticed any 
farmers moving into the state, al- 
tho "I understand about 10,000 
have moved out." 
Roy M. Brewer, Grand Island, 
president of Nebraska Federation 
of Labor, pledged co-operation of 
labor groups with the co-operative 
movement. 
"There is every indication of in- 
creased industrial activity in Ne- 
braska," Brewer said. "With in- 
dustrial expansion comes greater 
need for better understanding be- 
tween the laboring1 man and the 
farmer. 
Guy T. Helvering, internal rev- 
enue commissioner, also warned 
farmers in the north central area 
to disregard radio broadcasts pur- 
porting to advise them how they 
can get refunds.

Europe wonders what Hitler's 


next step will be and Hitler him- 
self probably would like to know. 
The German chancellor has re- 
vealed himself something 
of an 


opp6rtunist. He has seized his 
chances as they presented them- 
selves. Thus far he has had no 
failures, from his point of view. 
Hitler has still to deliver to his 
people the colonies he promised 
them. His next step may be in 
the direction of seizing territory. 
He will not act. however, until he 
sees the right opportunity and the 
situation is not such at present

HYSTERIA OF WAR. 


Twenty years ago there was tur- 


moil ar the 
University 
of Ne- 


braska. This country was at war. 
The state council of defense had 
made an attack on that institution. 
When the regents asked the coun- 
cil of defense to appear before it 
with evidence to prove its charges 
the council declined. A promise 
made by the regents to the council 
was that any employe whose be- 
havior was negative, halting or 
hesitating in support of the gov- 
ernment would be summarily dis- 
missed. 
Under 
that 
definition 


Prof. Erwin Hopt, an avowed paci- 
fist and one unwilling to fight in 
any cause, was dismissed. 
The 


Journal on June 20, 1918, held his 
dismissal "the greatest tragedy." 


Eight other professors who had 


been made victims 
of the probe 


were found to have escaped com- 
ing under the. charge 
of 
"be- 


having in a negative, halting or 
hesitating manner," yet two were 
discharged and two others were 
asked to i esign, according to the 
newspaper files of that day. 
The 


Journal said that while their cases 
grew out of the disloyalty charge, 
they were really penalized for "in- 
discreet utterances," and a lack of 
a "proper realization of the needs 
of unity and harmony in the sev- 
eral branches of the university." 
The record shows that they were 
not punished for disloyalty. In the 
ease of Prof. Hopt one of his de- 
fenders said he was "crucified be- 
cause he has tried to be a Chris- 
tian." 


"This trial," said The Journal 


editorially, "has been an unpleas- 
ant experience, but if it results 
in acquainting the people of the 
state with the real character' of 
its university, its rugged patrio- 
tism and its virile Americanism, it 
will be worth more than it cost." 
At that time there .were about 800 
people in the employ of the univer- 
sity, and 524 of these were pro- 
fessors, assistants and instructors. 
The state council of defense had 
heard "rumors" against 12 only. 
Finally the cases of only 
nine 


were considered. Those who were 
present 
at 
the regents' 
hear- 


ings in these cases 
voiced 
the 


regret that the university itself, 
altho 
charged 
with 
heing 
a 


"hotbed of 
disloyalty," 
was not 


properly represented and defended 
in that hearing. It was charged 
that the whole faculty, under the 
council of defense charge, was left 
under suspicion, because the coun- 
cil had declined to designate the 
"suspect 12." 
The council of de- 


fense came in for 
more general 


criticism over its part in this uni- 
versity case than in any other one 
matter, altho criticism of what it 
had done in a number of specific 
cases was not difficult to find. 


Of one of the professors pun- 


ished, a friend now says: "He tried 


terested 
in our 
policy 
toward 


China and Japan in reference to 
the Sino-JapaneM difficulties.

Clothes come in on Monday with 
the expectation that they will be 
returned for ironing the next day, 
still in accordance with the nurs- 
ery rhyme, or that they will be 
finished, ready for wear. The re- 
sult is that the laundries have a 
peak load on Monday and a lax 
period at the' end of the week. 


This results in complications in 


the relations of the business with 
personnel. 


Chairman Frank says that the 


tradition of Monday, wash day, 
has to bJ 
' oken down. Laun- 


dries in some sections, 
one of 


which is the middle west, have 
made some effort along this line.

There is one way to make 
he gangster nations respect our 
rights and that is by a display of 
force. Like Teddy Roosevelt they 
would have us 'speak softly but 
carry a big stick,' and to make the 
gangster nations respect us, thai 
itick must not be a stuffed club.'

itruments of international policy,' 
3r. Cherrington said. These indi- 
viduals, he said, believe the Kel- 
ogg pact is not dead, and tha' 
under the pact America has re 
nounced war as an instrument of 
national policy.

by the FBI, he must go thru a 
long period of training until tit Is 
expert In all kinds of fire arms, 
scientific Instruments and In fin- 
gerprint detection. From a file of 
8 million fingerprints In the Wash- 
ington headquarters, Fletcher said 
the proper one could be found In 
about five minutes, Jf the oper- 
ator knew what type of print was 
wanted. 
Declaring that people saw too 


much glamor in crime and showed 
too much sympathy to hardened 
criminals, Fletcher said: "If you 
could have seen the brutality with 
which the Weyerhauser boy was 
treated in Washington by his kid- 
napers, much of the glamor of 
crime would disappear."

IN SPITE of the 
v, orld-vvide 


propaganda concerning the need of 
daily brushing of the teeth, dental 
decay "continues to be a universal 
disease. 
Recently, a well-Known 


dentist pointed 
out that faulty 


mouth hygiene and neglectful tooth 
brushing have much to do with 
this. 


It may he astonlsnmg to learn 


that tooth brushing may do no 
good. 
In fact, it may do definite 


harm. It is certain that the wrong 
kind of brushing serves no useful 
purpose. 


Brushing the teeth from side to 


side and with harsh powders may 
irritate the teeth and gums. 
It 


fails to remove food debris. 
It Is 


Important that everyone be famil- 
iar with the proper use of the tooth 
brush. The teeth should be brushed 
up and down, in a slow and delib- 
erate manner. 


"The Thing" to Do 


Unfortunately, 
most 
persons 


brush the teeth apparently for no 
other reason than because it is "the 
thing" to do. The act is often per- 
formed In a haphazard and care- 
less manner. Do not fool yourself 
that through strenuous gestures 
when brushing, food particles will 
be removed. It takes care to make 
certain that all foreign substances 
arc taken away. 
If any inflammation of the gums 
exists, or if recessions of the gums 
are present. It is apparent that 
neglect will allow the accumulation 
of food debris. This, in turn, will 
lead to tooth destruction. We must 
admit that in spite of all forms of 
energetic tooth brushing, dental de- 
cay la likely to occur sooner or 
later. 


Give Instruction 


Precautions should be taken with 
the youngster who Is just begin- 
ning to brush his teeth. Early In- 
struction in tooth brushing, with 
proper attention to crevices and 
tJit removal, of accumulated tartar. 


\\ill 
help to Insure strong and 


sturdy teeth. Even the temporary 
teeth should receive this attention. 
Healthy temporary teeth will in- 
sure healthy permanent teeth. 


Of course, in addition to the 


daily hygiene of the teeth, periodic 
visits to the dentist are advised. 
Cavities and other dental defects 
should be attended to as soon as 
possible 
Attention to the diet fs 


essential. Omission of foods rich in 
vitamins and minerals is a hin- 
drance 
to

development of 


sliong and shady teeth.

Attorneys for Rodgers say the 


commission has no powei to reg 
ulate contract cariiers in the fiist 
place and in the second place the 
operations of Rodgers aie exempt
